SINO-SOVIET DISPUTE OVER PAMIRS DISCUSSED 
Beijing SHIJIE ZHISHI [WORLD KNOWLEDGE] in Chinese No 17, 1 Sep 81 pp 8-9

[Text] On 16 June 1981, in Kabul the Soviet Union and Afghanistan signed a 
treaty defining their borders between the west bank of Zuoerkuer Lake and 
Bower-Shveikovsky Peak (called Kekelajikaole Peak in China). This treaty 
affected the area of the Pamirs in dispute between the Soviet Union and China. 
In connection with this circumstance, on 22 July 1981 a spokesman for our 
Foreign Affairs Ministry's information department made a verbal statement 
solemnly declaring that so long as the border talks between the Chinese and 
Soviet Governments are not concluded and the problem of the Pamirs disputed 
area remains unresolved, the unilateral signing by the Soviet Union of a 
treaty with a third country affecting the border of the Pamirs area in dispute 
between China and the Soviet Union is illegal and void. 


How Did the Dispute Over the Pamirs Area Between China and the Soviet Union 
Originate? 


The Pamirs, called the Congling Mountains in ancient times, are in the south- 
west section of this country's Uighur Autonomous Region, Xinjiang Province, 
and in the northeastern part of Afghanistan. They are a mountain junction 
(with an average altitude of about 5,000 meters) formed by the intersection 
of the Tian Shan, the Karakoram, the Kunlun Mountains and the Hindu Kush and 
thus are also called the "ridgepole of the world." The area is divided geo- 
graphically into eight regions, which are called the "eight Pamirs": They 
are the Heshikuzhuke (or He’erguoshi) Pamir, the Langkuli Pamir, the Alichur 
Pamir, the Taghdumbash Pamir, the Wakhan Pamir, the Great Pamir, the Little 
Pamir, and the Sarez Pamir. The word "pamir" is Kirghiz and means "high, could 
level area." 


Our country was the first to discover and have jurisdiction over the Pamirs. 
In 60 BC our country was exercising effective jurisdiction over the Pamir area. 
The Western Han court set up the administrative seat of the duwei for the West- 
ern Region in Wulei (present-day Luntai area) and designated Zheng Ji as admin- 
istrator, to administer the extensive western regions north and south of the 
Tian Shan, including the area east and south of Lake Balkhash and the Pamirs. 














fhe Eastern Han court followed the Western Han's system of administering the 
Western Region and also exercised effective jurisdiction over the Pamir region. 


By 661 AD, the Tang court set up several administrative centers and prefectures 
and counties in the Western Region, which were under the jurisdiction of the 
Anxi administrative capital. Of these, the Zhiba and Niaofei administrative 
seats were set up in the state of Jumi (Da'erwasi) and in Weimi (Wakhan) at the 
southern extremity of the Pamirs. At the beginning of the 8th century, the 

Tang Dynasty also established the Congling Zhouzhuo in Zonglingzhen (present-day 
Tash Kurgan) and garrisoned it to protect the Pamirs and neighboring area. 


During the Yuan and Ming Dynasties the Pamirs continued in a close relationship 
with China proper. After the establishment of the Yuan Dynasty, the Pamir 
district was included in the territory of Beshbalik, and the Yuan Dynasty 
assigned a xuanweisi to administer it. During the Ming Dynasty, Beshbalik 
continued to send envoys and pay tribute to the Ming court, many envoys and 
officials were confirmed in office by the Uing court, and the khan of Besh- 
balik's rule extended even south of the Pamirs. The Ming Dynasty work "Yitongzhi" 
includes Congling among the mountains and streams of Beshbalik. 


During the Qing Dynasty the leaders of the nomadic Bulute (Kirghiz) and Tajik 
tribes all were invested with office by the Qing government, including the 
awarding of annual salaries and official titles of grades 2 through 7. During 
the Qing Dynasty the Pamirs region was administered by the Kashgar canzan and 
the Qing government repressed rebellious elements, frequently sending troops to 
the Pamirs. 


In 1759, when the Qing government was pacifying the rebellions of the two 
Hezhuo, it fought and was victorious three times in Heshikuzhuke, Alichur 

and Yeshilekule Yixierkuernaoer). The two Hezhuo fled to Badakhshan, and the 
Qing army sent an emissary to bring them back, but the Badakhshan chief cap- 
tured and killed the Hezhuo and sent their bodies back to the Qing army. In 
order to commemorate the victory in the expedition against the two Hezhuo, 

the Qianlong emperor wrote an inscription entitled "Inscription on Imperial 
Court's Pacification of the Huibule at Yixierkuernao'er" and set up an engraved 
stela in three languages at Yeshilekule in the Pamirs. Later, the local resi- 
dents called this place Sumantashi (meaning "inscribed stone"). This inscrip- 
tion said "At Yixierkuernaoer, our Lieutenant general, Fu Deqiong, pursued 

the two Hezhuo chieftains as far as the boundary of Badakhshan," and "the reason 
why our forces did not penetrate into Badakhshan was that the forces punishing 
rebellion would not tread on blameless soil, and therefore they sent envoys." 
This makes clear that the Qing army was pacifying an internal rebellion, and 
did not enter a neighboring country, instead, it sent envoys to get back the 
fleeing rebels. This makes it obvious that the Pamirs were the Qing Dynasty's 
territory, and that the border between the Qing and Badakhshan was clearly 
demarcated. At that time, tsarist Russia was still far from the Pamirs. 

The inscription is historical testimony that the Qing Dynasty ruled the Pamirs. 


In order to consolidate and strengthen its control over the Pamirs, after 1878 
the Qing government set up watchtowers at Heizijiyake, Liu'erawu, Akesumuerwa, 











Tushiku'er, Bashigongbaizi, Yeertegongbai and Takedunbashi, and sent officials, 
soldiers and the Bulute of the Pamir region to patrol them. 


In the second half of the 19th century, tsarist Russia subdued the Bukhara, 
Khiva and Haohan and compelled China to sign a northwest border survey treaty, 
then extended its aggressive claws toward Alailing, next to China's Pamir 
district. But at that time the tsars were preoccupied with wars on Russian 
soil, and their preparations to invade our Pamir region were not complete. 
Accordingly, Russia continuously sent "expeditionary forces" and "exploratory 
parties’ to make preparations for armed incursions into our Pamirs, and in 
addition engaged in diplomatic blackmail and forced the Qing Dynasty to sign 
a new unequal treaty by which China’s Pamir area was annexed. 


In 1881 tsarist Russia forced the Qing government to sign the I]i Treaty (also 
called the Revised Treaty), after which it made use of this treaty's provisions 
to force the Qing Dynasty to settle the border issue with it. In 1884 China 
and Russia signed the Sino-Russian Supplementary Border Treaty of Kashgar. The 
third article of this treaty specified that starting from Uzbel Pass, “the 
Russian border turns southwest and the Chinese border runs directly southward." 
Because of this treaty, our country's Pamirs were divided into three parts: 

One part, the area east of the line “running directly south," still belonged 

to our country according to the treaty; one part, the part west of the line 
which “turned southwest," was annexed to Russia; and one part, that between 

the two lines, was to be subject to negotiations between China and Russia. 
Thereafter the Pamir situation became even more complex: tsarist Russia was 

not content with its existing interests in the Pamirs, and accordingly 
quickened the pace of its armed seizure of the entire Pamirs area. England 

too coveted the Pamirs, and when it saw that Russia had annexed the western 
Pamirs, it incited the Afghans to send troops and occupy the southern and 
southwestern portions of the Pamirs, so that they came in conflict with the 
Chinese Army. The Chinese forces were compelled to retreat eastward to the 
Suman zone. In 1889 the Qing government also set up the Suman watchtower. 

In 1890 the English Government proposed to the Qing government that they 

divide the Pamirs between then, but this proposal was rejected. In the same 
year, England sent troops to invade Kanjuti, after which it advanced into 

the southern Pamirs. Tsarist Russia was even more unwilling to be left be- 
hind, and in 1891 it illegally sent its forces across the Russian border de- 
fined by the treaty and invaded our area of the Pamirs, peremptorily propos- 
ing that China should not station troops in the Pamirs before the boundary 

was fixed. Even though the Qing government was compelled to give way to 

some extent, it firmly maintained its troops in Suman. 


In 1892, imperial Russia again demanded that China completely «withdraw its 
watchtower garrisons from the Pamir region and threatened that if the Chinese 
did not withdraw their forces, the Russians would advance. The Qing govern- 
ment did not acquiesce in this unreasonable demand by tsarist Russia. While 
this dispute remained unresolved, Russia brazenly sent its soldiers into the 
Pamirs on the pretext of blocking an English encroachment. It not only occu- 
pied the area disputed between Russia and China but also crossed over the 
Chinese borders as defined in the treaty, secretly demolished China's watch- 
towers, took the Chinese garrisons prisoner, forcibly occupied a large zone 
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Pamirs Region in Dispute Between China and USSR

of Chinese territory west of Sarikol Peak and forced the Chinese forces to 
withdraw to the Sarikol Peak line. 


The Qing government resisted this piece of naked aggression on the part of 
tsarist Russia, and sent the ambassador in Russia, Xu Jingdeng, and the coun- 
sellor resident in France, Qing Chang, to hold repeated negotiations with the 
Soviet Union regarding a specific border in the Pamirs based —n the 1884 bor- 
der treaty. The Russians adopted such measures as trickery, blackmail and 
delay, and refused to draw the boundary according to the treaty. In 1894, 
imperial Russia took advantage of the imminent Sino-Japanese war to compel 
the Qing government to exchange notes with it regarding the Pamir question 
and to agree that prior to an ultimate resolution of the Pamir question the 
two countries’ cognizant organizations would be ordered to maintain their 











respective positions and not advance beyond them. The Chinese side made an 
important reservation, solemnly declaring that: "The above measures do not 
mean that we give up China's original rights to the territory in the Pamirs 
other than that which the Chinese Armed Forces currently occupy. China be- 
lieves that it should maintain the rights of the 1884 protocol until a satis- 
factory resolution is arrived at." But after tne 1894 exchange of notes 
between China and Russia, discussion on the Pamirs borders were delayed 
indefinitel*. 


In 1895 Russia arrived at a secret agreement with England to divide the Pamirs, 
planning to use this to give its forcible occupation of the Pamirs a legal 
basis. All previous Chinese governments have refused to recognize the Anglo- 
Russian agreement to divide the Pamirs and accordingly the agreement is not 
binding on China. 


In 1926 China and the Soviet Union held border talks. On 25 March of that 
year, China's Beiyang government clearly stated in a memorandum to the Soviet 
Government: ‘The Pamirs were originally Chinese territory, which were mili- 
tarily occupied by the former imperial Russian government on pretext, and the 
problem remains unresolved." On 4 April the Soviet Government stated in a 
memorandum to China, "In the locations where a border has never been estab- 
lished, a new border should be established." But this important matter stili 
remains unresolved, and today it is one of the greatest disputed areas on the 
Sino-Soviet border.

NEVILLE MAXWELL BOOK, 'INDIA'S CHINA WAR', REVIEWED

[Text] The Australian reporter and author, Neville Maxwell, wrote a book in 1979 
on the Sino-Indian border war, entitled "India's China War." A Chinese translation 
of this book was published this March by Shijie Zhishi Publishers. The writer 
describes vividly the origins and development of the Sino-Indian border question. 
The book presents a wealth of materials and clearly-defined views. Currently, 

when many western publications are blindly influenced by the Indian viewpoint, 

this book has succeeded in respecting the facts and has presented relatively 
objective views. 


Origins of the Book 


Maxwell first became interested in the Sino-Indian border question in 1959 when ke 
was stationed in New Delhi as South Asian correspondent for THE TIMES. Reporting 

on the Sino-Indian border question was one of his tasks. He recalls that at that 
time the problem was "widely misunderstood, and when it occurred I myself also 
misunderstood it," but after the height of the border dispute had passed, when he 
"read through again the voluminous Indian white paper (which contained the arguments 
adduced in the diplomatic exchanges between the two governments), I realized that 

it was necessary to make a more comprehensive, more fundamental, deeper evaluation 
of the situation. 


It was this sense of responsibility toward the historical facts that impelled the 
writer to overcome various difficulties and undertake the great effort of writing 
this book. He read large quantities of historical documents and files and made an 
extensive collection of various types of reports and literature, including the 
memoirs and diaries of high-ranking Indian commanders who took part in the war with 
China, and painstakingly studied and analyzed the published statements of China and 
India. Even more important, the writer made many visits to "Indian politicians 

and officials" who were responsille for dealing with the Sino-Indian border dispute 
and "military men who tried to implement the government's policy in military terms 
and held lengthy discussions with them," in addition to which he read "documents 
from the Indian Government's and Indian Army's unpublished files and reports.” 

He believes that "the reporter who has been an eyewitness to events is at an advan- 
tage over the reporter who pursues his investigation after the fact." 








After he returned to London, Maxwell entered the London University School of 
Oriental and African Studies and studied the Sino-Indian border question, finally 
writing his book in 1970. He modestly calls his effort "merely an account and a 
clarification of a historical event,’ and considers his book to be "the product of 
a reevaluation" of the problem. 


The Dispute on the Eastern and Western Sections of the Border 


In order to give the reader a comprehensive understanding of the rather extensive 
western and eastern sections of the Sino-Indian border dispute, the writer gives 
a rather exhaustive introduction and survey. 


The western Section. The author cites historicai documents to prove that although 
no formal border was defined between China's Xinjiang and Xizaag Provirces and 
India's Ladakh, there was a clear “ancient, long-standing border" along the Karakoram 
Range, which was the traditional and customary line referred to by Chiniu. The areas 
east and north of this line, including the Aksai Chin region, had always been under 
Chinese jurisdiction. Although itn the late 19th and early 20th centuries English 
imperialism coveted Aksai Chin, because of its concern that tsarist Russia's power 
might extend to this region it concluded that its “preponderant interest in Aksai 
Chin was to prevent Russian entry, and it appeared that the simplest method of - 
achieving this goal was to acknowledge that this area belonged to Tibet/China.” 

The writer states that England had different ideas at different times, and had 
considered various borders, but the only one proposed to China was the line of 

1899 (also called the Majiye-Dounale [phonetic] Line). This line made a certain 
territorial demand on China, but "almost all of the Aksai China heartland was 
assigned to China." The writer points out that because at the time the Chinese 
Government rejected this proposal, "this border was never officially drawn" and 
England "never actually extended its administration and jurisdiction to the area." 
In 1954, however, India took it upon itself to redraw the map and include Aksai 

Chin as a part of India. After the border dispute was made public, ‘ndia made the 
counterclaim that China had "invaded" the Aissai Chin area, an area about 33,000 
square kilometers. India even failed to make a thorough investigution of the 
historical facts, and claimed that the 1899 boundary "showed beyond any doubt that 
all of Aksai Chin was within India's borders." The writer concludes that this was 
"a very strange attitude” on India's part. 


The Eastern Section. The author records that the boundary in this section, too, 
was never formally defined, but that there was also a historically-constituted 
traditional, customary boundary. In 1826, when England occupied Assam, the 
mountainous areas on the north and south sides of the Brahmaputra Valley "remained 
for a long time outside the English administrative and jurisdictional limits," and 
"all of the Dawang area, with a depth of 60mmiles, belonged to Tibet." But begin- 
ning in 1911, England took advantage of the turmoil caused by the Chinese revolu- 
tion to make an active northward advance, “intending to make its own, a salient 
piece of the area, which has a ways been recognized as Chinese territory since the 
Er>lish had come to Assam about 90 years before." With this as background, 


England used the intermittent Himalaya Conference, held in October 1913 and April 
1914, in which representatives of England, China and China's Tibet area took part, 
to "try to make China agree to divide Tibet into two regions, inner and outer 
Tibet,” but this was rejected by che Chinese Government. Thereupon the English 











representative, McMahon, got together with the Tibetan representatives behind Chira’s 
back and secretly drew the illegal "McMahon Line™ which detached 90,000 square kilo- 
meters cf Chinese territory. 


The author also relates that in order to provide a "basis" for this illegal boundary 
line, the English government went so far as to falsify documents. Volume 14 of the 
"Collected Aiqixun [phonetic] Treaties," collected by the Foreign Minister of the 
Anglo-Indian Government and published in 1929, initially recorded that the Himalaya 
Conference had only discussed macters connected with the sc-cailed "China-Tibet 
rder," making clear that this conference had not discussed the question of the 
border between Tibet and India. But when the Anglo-Indian Government reprinted 
this volume,in 1938, the record of the Himalaya Conferenre was changed to state that 
the conference had discussed matters related to the Sino-Indian border, and "passed 
it off as the 1929 edition and ordered that all of the initial edition be recalled 
and destroyed." Accordingly, the illegal "McMahon Line" appears on maps published 
in England. Before England shed its Indian empire in 1947, it had begun to imple- 
ment the "McMahon Line" on the actus territory," and in 1951 India sent troops to 
occupy Dawang. 


Regarding the Himalaya Conference and the illegal "McMahon Line," the writer points 
out that "in reality China had not accepted the proposal to partition Tibet, and 
had not signed the treaty, but vigorously opposed this treaty and the annexed map,” 
and “in reality Tibet had paid no attention to it.” After the Sino-Indian border 
dispute developed, India maintained that the "McMahon Line” was "the formal 
embodiment of the natural, traditional, ethnic and administrative boundary of this 
region," and that "this line was the result cf an exchange of notes betwecn India 
add Tibet, which...were binding on both China. aud Tibet." The author conc.udes 
that in order to support this position, India “ignored the fact that in 1914 and 
subsequently, China had always rejected any and all such cases of agreement be~ 
tween Tibet and England" (p 134). The writer points out that in 1939 even the 
acting governor of Assam, Tehuainan [phonetic] (an Englishman), took a negative 
attitude toward the legality of the "McMahon Line." Tehuainan stated that "if one 
of the parties to a trilateral treaty-does not ratify the treaty, can one of the 
other parties say that the treaty is binding upon himself and the third party?" 

(p 35). 


Merits and Origins of the Border Dispute 


The Indian and Chinese positions regarding the border dispute, as Maxwell summarizes 
them from a large number of notes, letters and discussions with leaders, were as 
follows: China believed that “the Sino-Indian border has never been defined, and 
there is a dispute between China and India," that "the problem can be resolved 
through friendly negotiations,” and that "pending a resolution the parties should 
maintain the present status of the border"; on the basis of the "current actual 
situation and the historical background, a resolution which is reasonable and fair 
to both parties can be found." India believed that "the Sino-Indian border has 
already been decided," and "almost the entire line is confirmed by treaties and 
agreements in force,” and "India does not agree to holding comprehensive talks to 


resolve the border question, but agrees only to make minor adjustments of a mile 
or two at a certain number of points along the border as claimed by India, and 
that even talks of this kind must have as a precondition Chinese withdrawal from 











the Aksai Chin region." After meticulous analysis the author concludes that 
"objectively, China's attitude sounds fair and reasonable," and “appears correct 
in both de facto and de jure terms." 


With regard to the ultimate development of the Sino-Indian border dispute into a 
large-scale military conflict, the author states that the main reason was India's 
adoption of a so-called "forward policy" and "the result of a forward push by the 
Indian Army." He concludes that at that time India was determined to "have a 
collision" with China. He also believes that international factors in India's 
adoption of a "forward policy" included not only energetic U.S. and British support, 
but also Soviet encouragement and support which "was very important to India." In 
February 1960, Khrushchev visited India. After the Indian prime minister met with 
him, "he went directly to the Parliament, and in a speech there he again swept away 
all possibility of holding talks with China." "In the fall of 1960...the Soviet 
Union began with smali-scale aid, and gradually furnished India with immense 
military assistance''; Soviet pilots in Ladakh piloted transports and helicopters, 
serving as "an inportant tool for India's implementation of the forward policy" 

(p 16). Because of these factors, the Indian leadership ignored frontline-military 
commanders' opposition and decided to "chase the Chinese forces from the special 
northeast border area,... and to keep fighting in Ladakh to the last man and the 
last gun." 


The author arrives at the emotional conclusion that "if before the middle of October 
1962 India had changed its policy toward China and agreed to cmmprehensive talks 

on the border problem, or had only suspended implenentation of its forward policy, 
there is no reason to believe that China would have failed to respond, resulting 

in a relaxation of tension in Sino-Indian relations" (p 305). 


"India's China War" provides full coverage, gives an enthralling account, and also 
presents a clear discussion; it is arn excellent book, well worth reading.

PARTY RECRUITMENT OF MORE OUTSTANDING INTELLECTUALS EMPHASIZED

[Text] Since the smashing of the "gang of four" and especially since the 3rd Plenary 
Session of the llth Party Central Committee, party organizations at all levels have 
made conscientious efforts to elminate the influence of the "leftist" ideology and 
have adopted positive and prudent measures to recruit party members from amoung 

the intellectuals. According to the incomplete statistics, in 1978, the party members 
recruited from among the intellectuals accounted for 8.3 percent of the total of 

newly recruited party members; in 1979, this figure was 12.7 percent and in 1980, 

19.1 percent. The increase in the number of party members recruited from among 

the secondary education-level intellectuals has been greater than ever. By the 

end of i980, the party members recruited from these intellectuals accounted for 

32.6 percent of the total as against 24 percent in 1976. Many old experts, old 
professors, old engineers and middle aged and younger intellectuals have been allowed 
to join the ranks of the party in recognition of their long service to the party 

and in response to their repeated attempts to apply for party membership. This 

is what marks the growth and development of our party's cause thus opening up the 
prospect of its revitalization. This is something which elates the people. 


The development of this work, however, is not well balanced. Intellectuals in some 
localities and units still face serious difficulties in winning the approval of 
"their admission into the party." Although some outstanding intellectuals already 
qualify for party membership, some comrades including comrades dedicatedto the organi- 
zation of the party have just been dragging their feet year after year under the 
pretext that they need to undergo "further tests." Some intellectuals who were 
selected by their respective party organizations as targets of training in the 1950's 
remained under training in the 1960's. In the 1980's, their status as the targets 

of training remains unchanged. Thus far, such unfortunate things have occurred: 

Some of them have been told to expect no more than "nonparty Bolsheviks" for the 

rest of their lives; some have been named Communist Party members posthumously for 
they were not allowed to join the party before their death. Comrade Luan Fu [2940 
5397] has been praised by the people as an outstanding intellectual, boundlessly 
loyal to the party and the socialist cause. During the 30 years of his devotion 

to the party, he applied for party membership 6 times but was turned down under 

the pretext of the need for "further tests.'' When he was dying, he still cherished 
his lofty ideals and told his party organization tearfully: "I am running out of 
time. Whatever further tests I should take, I have only 2 months left." Only then, 
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did the party branch call a meeting to discuss and approve his application for party 
membership. Nevertheless, it was already too late for him to stand personally before 
the tlag of the party and be sworn in as a member. Both in a political or moral 
sense,we should feel deeply sorry and blame ourselves for what happened to him and 
learn a lesson from it. 


Why do some comrades including comrades devoted to the organization of the party 
consistently want to emphasize the need for "further tests" and refuse to admit 

to the party those intellectuals qualified for party membership? The key reason 

stems from the fact that under the influence of the "leftist" ideology, these con- 
rades still want to see the intellectuals with colored glass; they can see neither 

the historical role played by the intellectuals in the devlopment of the four moderni- 
zations nor their special characteristics and strengths. They have even gone so 

far asto mistake the strengths of intellectuals as weaknesses and their merits as 
demerits. For example, they have called knowledgeable and thoughtful intellectuals 
people with “sophisticated ideas disloyal to the party"; they have accused intellec- 
tuals who have upheld the scientific truth and expressed views different from others 
of being "arrogant, aloof from the masses and too cocky."' Some localities, especially 
units and grassroots units where the intellectuals are a minority, have kept nagging 
them with the "general historical issues," settled long ago, alleging that "their 
historical backgrounds are complicated." In short, "they view intellectuals as 
eyesores, whose admission to the party will spell problems."" This is why they have 
advocated "a longer probation period for intellectuals than for workers and peasants." 
In essence, they refuse to recognize the intellectuals as "people of their own." 

Nor do they regard most of the intellectuals as part of the working class. 


As our party is embarking on a difficult missionto lead the people throughout the 
country on a march toward socialist modernization, we must actively and discreetly 
urge a large number of outstanding intellectuals to join the party in order to meet 
the urgent needs of the four modernizations program. In his 1956 "Report on the 
Problem of Intellectuals,'’ Comrade Zhou Enlai pointed out: 'During the past several 
years, we have done very little to recruit them as party members. This is a tendency 
of the closed-door doctrine. This tendency should be reversed. Of course, our 

party must focus attention on recruiting its members in accordance with the strict 
requirements set for this purpose. Nevertheless, we can trust that the percentage 

of the applicants for party membership able to measure up to the standards set for 
this purpose is impressive." With the passage of 25 years has come great changes 

in the composition and mental outlook of the contingent of intellectuals in our 
country. Since then, a contingent of politially conscious and professionally compe- 
tent intellectuals of the working class has been established. Of these intellectuals, 
many are staunch followers of the party. Our comrades, especially comrades dedicated 
tothe work of organizing the party, must recognize this objective fact, conscientious- 
ly eliminate the pernicious influence of the "leftist'’ ideology, and boldly and 
discreetly absorb truly qualified intellectuals into the party. 


Of course, every intellectual applying for party membership should make efforts to 
raise their levels of Marxist ideology and political consciousness, constantly re- 
mold their wcerld outlook, and rectify their motives for joining the party until they 
turn themselves into Communist Party members truly capable of meeting the standards 
set for this purpose.

SOCIALIST DEMOCRACY EXPLAINED

[Text] The "Resolution on Certain Questions in the Htstory of Our Party Since 

the Founding of the People's Republic of China" adopted by the 6th Plenum of the 
llth Party Central Committee pointed out: "Gradually building a socialist politi- 
cal system with a high degree of democracy is one of the basic tasks of a socialist 
revolution." In accordance with the spirit of the 6th, the socialist democracy 

of our nation is going to undergo further development in practice. 


During 10 years of unrest, Lin Biao and the "gang of four" carried out feudal 
fascism and wantonly trampled upon socialist democracy. After the 3rd Plenum of 
the llth Party Central Committee, one of the basic tasks in quelling chaos and 
restoring order which the party led the masses in undertaking was the elimination 
of the damage done by the Lin Biao, "gang of four" side, and the reestablishment 
of the practice of socialist democracy. But some persons whose vision has been 
confused by historical events fail to perceive the essence and superior nature of 
socialist democracy. ‘Some of those reputed to be "democratic warriors" admire and 
attribute great beauty to capitalist democracy. They consider the so-called 
democracy of capitalist societies to be the ultimate in today's world, even going 
so far as to peddle capitalist democracy as “an excellent way to save the nation," 
and they view our nation's practice of democracy under the leadership of the party 
as mere "democratic form." Actually, the practice of socialist democracy carried 
out by the masses in our country is "a million times more democratic than any 
capitalist democracy." ("Selected Works of Lenin," vol. 3, p 634). 


How then are we to view Lenin's phrase, "a million times more democratic"? 


Capitalist democracy appeared as the flipside to feudal tyranny and was a great 
advance, but it is democracy for the few. The real nature of democracy lies in 
managing enterprises and managing the state. In capitalist society the means of 
production are held by a small number of capitalist oligarchs, and to say that 

the authority in enterprise management is in the hands of the workers is a myth 
along the lines of the Arabian Nights. in regard to managing the state, that is 
even more the special privilege of a smail number of capitalist groups, while the 
broad laboring masses have no right to get involved. Bourgeois constitutions and 
laws do indeed have a number of high sounding regulations concerning democratic 
rights of the people, but the promise of widespread and real enjoyment of democracy 
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is but a check drawn on insufficient funds. Do you want to use radio or television 
to make use of your freedom of speech? Can you afford the tens of thousands of 
dollars per minute pricetag? Do you wish to enjoy the freedom to publish a work 
offensive to capitalist control of will? Then who will print and market it for 
you? And could you withstand the capitalist revenge which would include the sanc- 
tion of loss of employment? The well-known American authoress Maike'er Palundi 
[phonetic] was at first a staunch supporter of capitalist democracy, but after 
realizing the true nature of this kind of democracy she wrote: "The law in its 
noble sounding way stipulates that the rich and poor alike can express their 
political opinions, have the same to hire outside groups and Washington lawyers to 
lobby and pressure public officials, have the same freedom to use periodicals and 
television stations to manufacture public opinion, and have the right to spend 
upwards of a million dollars in political campaigns to select the person of their 
choice or to have themselves elected to public office. But this appearance of 
political freedom is actually nothing more than an illusion.” This analysis by a 
bourgeois scholar should be considered honest and straightforward. 


Democracy as a high-rise edifice is a product of the economic base. The scope and 
content of democracy are mainly determined by the nature of the means of production. 
After the founding of the nation, the party led the masses in the socialist reform 
of the private ownership of the means of production, making the laboring masses the 
masters of the state and its enterprises. Unlike the bourgeois parliamentary sys- 
tems, the organ of authority in our nation - the People's Congress, is comprised 
entirely of the people and their cadres who are directly or indirectly elected to 
office and who represent the will of the people and are subject to supervision and 
recall by the people. It is the People's organ of authority and this is something 
that even foreign bourgeois figures must admit. The people's democratic rights 
which our constitution guarantees are being put into practice step by step. Today, 
management of enterprises and of the state by the people is no longer empty 
phraseology, but is living reality. In our nation there are various forms of worker 
management of enterprises and the Worker's Congress is gradually becoming the 
Supreme organ of authority for enterprises. Lenin said: "In short, the difference 
between bourgeois democracy and parliamentary systems and Soviet or proletarian 
democracy lies in the fact that: the former is focused on the high sounding pro- 
nouncements of freedoms and rights, but in reality does not allow the majority of 
people, namely the workers and peasants, to fully enjoy to any extent these free- 
doms and rights, while proletarian or Soviet democracy focuses on pronouncements 

of the freedoms and rights of the entire pupulation and actually guarantees that the 
laboring masses who once suffered the oppression and exploitation of the capitalists 
can actually play a part in the management of the state." ("Selected Works of 
Lenia,'' vol. 3, p 745) Are we, in fact, to believe this is not so? 


What sort of democracy do we mean by socialist democracy? Comrade Mao Zedong once 


pointed out: "Within the ranks of the people, democracy is correlative with central- 
ism, and freedom with discipline. They are the two opposites of a single entity, 
contradictory as well as united." "Within the ranks of the people, we cannot do 


without freedom, nor can we do without discipline; we cannot do without democracy, 
nor can we do without centralism. This unity of democracy and centralism, of free- 
dom and discipline, constitutes our democratic centralism. Under this system, the 
people enjoy extensive democracy and freedom, but at the same time they have to keep 
within the bounds of socialist discipline.'' We hope to develop just this sort of 
socialist democracy. Any so-called democracy which intends to shake off the guidance 
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of Marxism or the leadership of the party is certainly not socialist democracy and 
can only lead to bourgeois liberalization and anarchism. It is nothing but an 
extremely wrong and harmful prejudice that can keep one from failing to clearly 

see the essential nature of bourgots democracy, and lead one to blindly worship such 
a democracy or to want to use it to "replenish" or "supplement" or even supplant 

our socialist democracy. We can only do as Lenin wrote in "State and Revolution": 
Thoroughly develop democracy, seek out forms of this development and test them in 
practice," in order to construct a highly democratic socialist political system. 


Socialist democracy possesses a greatly superior nature. Of course, this superior 
nature must continue to develop in the practice of socialist revolution and con- 
struction. For example, in accordance with the original demands of socialist 
democracy, the state and its enterprises should both be directly managed by the 
laboring masses. But this requires somewhat higher material and cultural condi- 
tions which at present are not fully met, and therefore, for the present, we can 
only “allow the proletarian vanguard to carry out management for the laboring 
masses." ("The Complete Works of Lenin," vol. 29, p 156) We can only continually 
create conditions and gradually reduce the scope of indirect management and expand 
that of direct management. Since the 3rd Plenum of the 11th Party Central Commit- 
tee, the party has led us in making great strides in the area of democratization 
reform. The scope of the direct election of representatives to the People's Con- 
gress has been expanded to include the county level; methods have been popularized 
for having the masses elect leaders in enterprise units at the lowest levels; 

work has begun on reforming the cadre sytem, eliminating the system of lifetime 
tenure for cadres with leadership responsibilities, etc.; all of these have been 
effective steps taken by the party in leading us in developing democracy. Of course, 
on this foundation we must continue to progress toward even higher goals. 


Ultimately, we can only let practice decide the sort of content and form of 
iemocracy that can best guarantee the rights of the people to be masters, and then 
institutionalize it by means of the law. Any democratic form and measures theoreti- 
cally can be of benefit in expanding democracy, but in practice because of unmet 
material and cultural conditions or because the majority of the masses lack spiritual 
preparation it is very possible that things would not tur out as we wished. 

This makes it clear that developing democracy is a process requiring orderly and 
gradual progress; it also makes it clear that before extending any form of democracy 
we should carry out careful experimental programs, and allow practice to prove its 
superiority. This is beneficial to the development of democracy and to political 
stability. 


The Central Committee of the Party is unwavering in regard to its policy of carrying 
out political democratization in our country and is solidly moving forward in 
practice. We can confirm that under the leadership of the party and along with the 
development of practice, socialist democracy must and can find the various forms to 
further its expansion, development and perfection which will allow its essential 
nature which is "a million times more democratic" than bourgeois democracy to be 
fully realized.

IMPROVEMENT OF IDEOLOGICAL LEADERSHIP CALLED FOR

[Text] At the national symposium on problems on the ideological front, leading com 
rades on the Party Central Committee confirmed that the party had made clear strides 
in leadership on the ideological and literary fronts. But we cannot deny or overlook 
the fact that there remain certain crude and simplistic tendencies in our work. 
Still, the problem which most requires our attention is the existence of a situation 
of disorganizationand weakness, in which mistaken tendencies are not criticized and 
any criticism is labeled a harsh attack. 


The spirit of what was said by the leading comrades of the Party Central Committee 
corresponds completely with the actual situation in Tianjin. Since the smashing of 
the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionarycthiques, and especially since the 
Third Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee, we have passed through a period 

of quelling chaos and restoring order, and party leadership has been improved and 
sterngthened in every item of work in our city. The leadership of the party on 

the ideological front at every organizational level has made evident strides. 
However, in numerous departments, especially on the ideological front, there is no 
criticism and no education with regard to certain mistaken tendencies which violate 
the four basic principles, but rather everyone keeps hands off and the party leader- 
ship wallows in a state of weakness and disorganization. This situation must be 
resolutely overcome. Only when this problem is properly solved can we do a better 
job of upholding the four basic principles, continue to complete the task of quelling 
chaos and restoring order in our actual work, rouse our spirits, unite as one, and 
wholeheartedly build a new Tianjin. 


Judging from the actual situation in some units, one of the manifestations of the 
weakness and disorganization of leadership on the ideological front is a pervasive 
timidity, an inability to develop some backbone. Some comrades are not bold and 
forthright; they do not hold their banners high in carrying out criticism and ed- 
ucation regarding the mistaken ideas, speech, and activities which violate the four 
basic principles and the evil tendencies toward disorganization, lax discipline, 
and extreme individualism, but rather they are unfazed by what they see, tolerate 
what they hear, and try to work around contradictions. In the face of mistaken 
tendencies, they themselves fail to struggle. Just the contrary, they tend to 














Slight in a myriad of ways those comrades who do uphold struggle. In this sort of 
unit there are three kinds of people who become isolated: those who support the liie 
of the Third Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee; those who dare to work and 
who work effectively; and those who uphold fairness and struggle against mistaken 
speech and evil tendencies. That mistaken things are not criticized and correct 
comrades are isolated are evident manifestations of the weakness of ideological and 
political work. At present, our party and our society still have problems, still 
face a large number of contradictions, and still contain negative phenomena and 
elements. To solve these problems and overcome these negative elements we must pull 
together, straighten our backs, be righteously bold in offering criticism, and carry 
. it appropriate ideological struggle. If we are very weak in our leadership, do not 
dare to deal with matters, and peacefully coexist with mistaken ideologies, then the 
correct will not be able to defeat the mistaken, and proper trends will not be able 
to suppress evil trends. 


Another manifestation of the weakness and disorganization of leadership on the ideo- 
logical front is that thinking is confused and lines are not clear. Some comrades 
cannot clearly distinguish right from wrong and cannot correctly handle certain new 
Situations which have arisen in the course of quelling chaos and restoring order and 
[correctly deal with] certain trends and problems which have appeared in society. 

For example, some people engage in capitalist liberalization and put out harmful 
literary works without allowing others to criticize them. Any criticism is called 

a harsh attack. And still some of our comrades fail to distinguish what is right 
from what is wrong and reproach comrades who have offered correct criticism; some 
people obviously want only democracy and don't want centralism, want only freedom 

and don't want discipline. They stir up individualism and anarchism, and certain 

of our comrades cannot determine what is what. Some people peddle the literary and 
artistic theories of the capitalist classes, excusing themselves with the "double 
hundred" policy. They advocate absolute freedom, resist’ party leadership, and 

oppose the guidance of Marxism-Leninism. And still others of our comrades mistakenly 
believe this to be merely "heated debate," "literary freedom," etc. When thinking 

is confused and lines are not clear, leadership is inevitably weak. I hope these 
comrades will seriously try to comprehend the series of lines, principles, and 
policies adopted by the Party Central Committee since the Third Plenum, to unite 
reality and ideology, to deepen their understanding, and to raise their consciousness 
so that they can distinguish between that which upholds socialism and that which 
intends to depart from the socialist path; between that which upholds proletarian 
dictatorship and that which weakens proletarian dictatorship; between that which 
upholds the leadership of the party and that which intends to shake off party 
leadership; between that which upholds Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought and 
that which departs from Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Tt.ought; and between that 
which correctly upholds the "double hundred" principle and that which is an expression 
of liberalization. Only by clearly distinguishing between these rights and wrongs 
can we keep clear heads and better lead the masses forward. 


Still another manifestation of the weakness of leadership on the ideological front 
is the disorderliness of organizations which lack fighting strength. Leadership 
circles in some units are at odds and are not unified, with contradictions existing 
among themselves. They are out of touch with one another, do not exchange opinions, 
and do not debate ideology; each spouts his own slogans and sings his own tunes, 
even to the point of competing for influence and breaking into factions. Some units 
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lack strict systems of organizational life, and political and ideological management 
is completely powerless. The party organization cannot fully carry out its function 
as a bulwark of struggle, and party members cannot do well in fulfilling their func- 
tions as models and initiators. Let me ask: How can this kind of group, this kind 
of party organization, and these kinds of cure troops have any fighting strength?! 
In order to improve the fighting strength of the party, the first thing is that the 
party must manage the party, do well in adjusting leadership circles, do well in 
adjusting party organizations, and do well in grasping the education of party members. 
The second thing is to adhere to party discipline and to the four fundamental princi- 
ples, which are the most basic discipline. The third thing is that leadership must 
take the lead and carry out serious criticism and self-criticism. There will be an 
evident turn for the better if these items are handled well. 


At present, the people of the entire city are well into studying and implement ng 
the spirit of the Third Plenum and are concentrating their energies on doing two 
things well: furthering the economy and constructing a socialist material civiliza- 
tion; and grasping ideology, culture, and education and constructing a socialist 
spiritual civilization. All places and units with weak and disorganized leadership 
on the ideological front should make a careful analysis of the reasons for it and 
Suggest methods to overcome the problem, so as to correct the various mistaken 
tendencies in a timely fashion and increase unity on the foundation of the four fun- 
damental principles. In particular, there must be serious and correct criticism of 
and struggle against those ideological tides in society that want to depart from the 
path of socialism, that want to be free of party leadership, and that want to carry 
out capitalist liberalization. Carrying through on this aspect of work is extremely 
important to the continued elimination of the leftist influence on our guiding 
ideology and to the further development of the excellent situation that has existed 
since the Third Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee.

BUILD MATERLAL, SPIRITUAL CIVILIZATION SIMULTANEOUSLY

[Text] The "Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of Our Party Since the 
Founding of the PRC" points out: "Socialism must have a high-level spiritual 
civilization." Building a socialist spiritual civilization is a matter of prime 
importance to the development of the four modernizations and to the realization of 
the prosperity of the Chinese nation, and is a task we must face. 


Marxism holds that it is man's social being that determines his thinking, and that 


matter is primary and consciousness secondafy., The spiritual civilization of a society 


is usually to be built on the basis of its material civilization, a task which must 
take into account its material conditions. "Improvements in mental productive 
activities are contingent on improvements in material production." This being the 


case, can a high-level spiritual civilization be built in our country when productive 


forces remain relatively backward and material wealth is not overly abundant? Isn't 
it true that a high-level spiritual civilization will emerge spontaneously through 
efforts to develop productive forces and improve material living conditions? 


Marxism also tells us that social consciousness is something that is relatively in- 
dependent of, but reacts sensitively to, the economic base. "As everyone knows, as 
far as art is concerned, its growth for a specific period of time is absolutely not 
in proportion to general social development. Nor is it in keeping with the general 
development of the material base, which bears a striking resemblance to the backbone 


of social organizations. It is not true that only economic development is a positive 


factor, and that everything else results from negative developments." ("Selected 
Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 2, pp 112-113; Vol 4, p 506) Facts prove that under 
specific conditions, man's advanced ideas and thinking can exist in a relatively 
backward social reality. For example, during the early days of the Chinese revolu- 
tion, the revolutionaries represented by Chinese Communist Party members struggled 
heroically for the realization of communist ideals and displayed a revolutionary 
spirit without fear of sacrifice. During the Yen'an period, regardless of the 
extremely difficult material living conditions, our party and the army had people in 
the revolutionary base areas were able to foster a healthy social climate that was 
praised by people at home and abroad. This is procf of the above point. Regardless 
of the weak base of the social productive forces at that time, our revolutionaries 








rhe older generation were able to foster a lofty ideal symbolizing the bright 
future of communism. In the service of the interests of the party and the people, 
they advanced wave upon wave and waged heroic struggles without fear of sacrificing 
everything they had, until in the end they created a brandnew proletarian spiritual 
civilization at the cost of their lives. Today, the level of our productive forces 
is more advanced and our material living conditions are far better than they were 
then. It can be said that our endeavor to build a high-level socialist spiritual 
civilization on the basis of our present-day material civilization is neither empty 
talk nor an undertaking to build spiritual civilization without taking into account 
our material conditions. Of course, a high-level socialist spiritual civilization 
cannot be built by taking just a single step, as we have done today. But the mater- 
ial conditions that we have today can in every sense be a starting point in the 
direction of building a high-level spiritual civilization. 


Facts also prove that comparatively advanced productive forces and more abundant 
provisions of the means of livelihood will not necessarily lead to the realization 
of a high-level spiritual civilization. For example, unethical practices, mental 
depression, and a social climate characteristic of cruelty and barbarism still exist 
in some developed capitalist countries, with the blessing of the higher levels of 
material production and better material living conditions. For this reason, it is 
unrealistic simply to attribute the unhealthy phenomena, unhealthy tendencies, and 
uncivilized behavior that have surfaced in our present society to economic difficul- 
ties and material shortages. As a matter of fact, although our economy at present 
is less developed, the main aspects of our social climate remain good and healthy. 
Violent, savage, selfish, and greedy behavior is only a beeakaway trend from the 
mainstream. This shows that spiritual civilization may vary even under the same 
material conditions. In this connection, any simple attempt to put spiritual civili- 
zation on a par with material civilization won't work. The fact is that man's 
thinking and consciousness may come under the influence of material conditions, but 
at the same time they still can assert their relative independence and carry on the 


tradition. Those examples of savage and uncivilized behavior that exist in our society 


today, which symbolize the vestiges of obsolescent ideologies of a bygone era, should 
be attributed mainly to the ideological influence of the exploiting classes. This 
proves groundless the assumption that a high-level spiritual civilization will appear 
automatically as a result of the development of production. In the meantime, it also 
proves that conscientious efforts on our part to build a socialist spiritual civili- 
zation are not only necessary but also possible. 


Spiritual civilization is a multifaceted entity whose various aspects owe their 
existence in varying degrees to the economic base. Science, culture, and education, 
which are closely tied to the development of productive forces, reflect human wisdon, 
or the essential facets of spiritual civilization. They directly reflect the degree 
to which material civilization has developed; they will come under the direct in- 
fluence of material conditions; and they will have a direct impact on the building 
of material civilization. On the other hand, morality, tradition, customs, ideals, 
ethics, and habits make up the ideological facets of spiritual civilization, and they 
also will come under the direct influence of material conditions. More important, 
they will forge ties with the department of material production through the intro- 
duction of production relations as the medium. In view of this, the nature of pro- 
duction relations and of the economic base will have a decisive effect on social 
lifestyle and will eventually affect material production. The socialist system of 
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give way to the new communist beliefs and ideals which symbolize 
human society. In the end, a new epochal and splendid moral outlook will take shape. 
During a discussion of the possible outcome of the abolition of the system of private 
ownership more than a centery ago, Engels pointed out: "A new generation of people 
is required to mobilize the entire social force to organize a joint venture in pro- 
duction and to expand production. Efforts will have to be made to create such a new 
generation of peopie."’ We have established the socialist system. Certainly we can 


also build a high-level socialist material civilization and a high-level socialist 
spiritual civilization simultaneously.

front are no exception. On the other hand, there is a tendency to deviate fron, 

and even reject, the four basic principles. In the face of this tendency, instead 

of boldly and plausibly criticizing it and struggling against it, some theoreticians 
often feel that "this activity is none of their business and therefore should be 
suspended; although we are well aware that something is going wrong, we still prefer 
to say as little as possible." Some individuals have even gone so far as to express 
sympathy and support for this tendency. On the other hand, some individuals have 
tried by all means to prevent cthers from criticizing their incorrect ideas and 

have regarded criticism as an attempt to "wield the stick" and a violation of the 
"double-hundred" policy. Obviously, this state of mind will have an adverse impact 
on our thorough efforts to eliminate chaos and restore order on the theoretical 
front, to achieve true unity among theoreticians, and to develop theoretical research 
work. In the final analysis, it is not in the people's interests. For this reason, 
an important task now facing every theoretician is a swift effort to overcome this 
unhealthy state of mind, to revive and carry forward the party's excellent tradition 
and style of work, and to develop correct methods of criticism and self-criticism.

He 
added: In this way, a "barrier" of feudal vestige between cadres and the masses can 
be removed, 


This suggestion from Comrade Wang Chonglun is really very good. Our ancients said: 
"The sharing of a common ideal and a meeting of minds will lead people to become 
comrades." In the past, Comrade Liu Shaoqi always wanted others to call him "Comrade 
Shaogi" instead of "Chairman Liu." When Comrade Soong Ching Ling was seriously ill, 
she too wanted her visitors to call her "Comrade Ching Ling" instead of "Vice 
Chairman Soong." Before his death, Lu Xun said: "True, there are fellows who are 
faithfully dedicated to the struggle for the survival of the modern Chinese people. 
It is my honor to call them my comrades." This means that comrade is really a very 
honorable title within our revolutionary ranks. 


But what surprises me is that a few comrades still cherish their official titles 

after they become leading cadres. If the people do not address them by their official 
title, they feel that "their leadership position" has been dishonored. What they do 
not understand is that this behavior is virtually a step toward building a “barrier” 
of feudal vestige between themselves and the masses. Once this is done, they will 
find it difficult to establish direct communication with the masses. 


As a matter of fact, persuading the masses to call a leading cadre comrade, or 

"Mr Zhang," or "Mr Li" is a job that should be earned. If in daily life he still

[Text] Lu Alin [7120 7093 2651], former leader of the Haishan Brigade and a former 
member of its party branch in the Keyan Commune of Shaoxing Municipality, has been 
praised by the people as a good cadre devoted to the training of his successors with- 
out caring for his own happiness in his later years. 


Comrade Lu Alin became the leader of the Haishan Brigade and a member of its party 
branch in the 1950's. He has spent exactly 30 years braving wind and rain and 
working hard to improve his brigade's outlook of poverty and backwardness. In 
October 1980, this nearly 60-year-old and ailing cadre retired so as to open up his 
leadership positions to other robust comrades at an early date and to provide *hem 
with good opportunities for training. After attending an evening farewell party 

for retired brigade cadres, Lu Alin was in a mood of excitement, with his mind domin- 
ated by this thought: "Without the Communist Party, there would have been no such 
persons as Lu Alin. Can I still do something useful for the party at this old re- 
tired age, regardless of my poor health? Certainly I can! I must do at least one 
thing.'' The thing he had in mind was the training of successors to the cause of the 
party. The party branch of the Haishan Brigade consists of five members who range 

in age from 33 to 40 or more. They are young and energetic. But the newly appointed 
party branch secretary and the brigade leader lack leadership experience. They will 
certainly encounter difficulties in their work. Lu Alin felt that although he is 
retired and no longer in a position of leadership, he should stop thinking that he 

is really retired, so that he can impart his experiences to his successors and concern 
himself with their training. 


Jin Xinglong [6855 5281 7893] was appointed secretary of the party branch of the 
Haishan Brigade in 1978. During the first 2 years following that appointment, young 
Jin had a "tall tree" behind his back. With lu Alin advising him, young Jin scored 
some success in his work. Lu Alin's retirement put an additional burden on the 
shoulders of young Jin, who often felt helpless in the face of "challenges." On the 
eve of this year's spring farming season, Jin Xinglong had originally planned to hold 
a mobilization meeting for commune members. This plan conceived by Jin Xinglong was 
scuttled as soon as it was submitted for discussion at a party branch meeting. At 
the meeting, some argued against this "mobilization as being worthless, because 
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everybody knows his or her job well during the spring farming season," while others 
urged that instead of having a mobilization meeting, Jin Xinglong should deliver a 
speech at a movie theater. The party branch meeting adjourned without any agreement 
on this matter, a fact which upset Jin Xinglong. Realizing this, Lu Alin asked young 
Jin this question: "In your opinion, what preparations should be made for that pro- 
posed meeting of commune members if it does take place?" Seeing young Jin stammering 
for an answer, old Comrade Lu said: "As number-one man, you have to think over every 
problem thoroughly. In doing everything, you should clearly explain the objectives 
and specify your methods for achieving such objectives. Moreover, you should listen 
to opinions from various sources so that you can make up for your own shortcomings. 
The failure of your party branch meeting stems from your inability to offer any 
appreciable specific plan for spring farming from your position as squad leader." 
This advice by old Comrade Lu opened a fresh window in the mind of young Jin. After 
that, young Jin grasped the problem of how to put into effect the systems of awarding 
contracts to specialized groups and calculating payments for joint ventures in pro- 
duction as subjects for discussion when the second meeting was held by the party 
branch. In the course of the discussion, everyone asked questions and suggested 
solutions, thus bringing the meeting to a successful conclusion. This meeting was 
followed by another meeting attended by chief contractors and other cadres at higher 
levels to discuss matters concerning the enforcement of the system of responsibili- 
ties for the spring fawming project. Realistic discussions that have a purpose in 
mind are what make meetings successful. This year's spring farming was completed, 
and the desired qualitative and quantitative standards met, on 23 May. In the past 
it could not be completed until the end of May. Another success is the fact that 
spring- and sumer-ripening crops this year outproduced those in 1979. Jin Xinglong 
said with appreciation: "As he did in the past, my former brigade ieader now still 
devotes his time to training me and giving me advice at every crucial moment." 


Whenever brigade caders are at odds with each other, Lu Alin still looks for oppor- 
tunities to hold separate heart-to-heart talks with them, reminding them of the need 
to promote unity in favor of the overall interests. When comrades fail to pay atten- 
tion to the method of work and are unable to get along with the masses very well, 

he is willing to acquaint them with the party's excellent tradition, which calls 

for paying attention to the well-being of the masses as well as to the method of 
work. If someone asks Lu Alin: "Old brigade leader, why should you be so concerned 
with younger cadres after your retirement,'' he is very happy to answer as follows: 
"Although I am no longer a leader of the birgade or a member of its party branch, lI 
am still a Communist Party member who has obligations to transmit his experiences 

to his successors and guide them through trial periods."

HISTORICAL MATERIALISM APPLIED TO PARTY ISSUES

Reading Engels’ letter to Joseph Bloch"] 


[Text] Engels’ letter to Joseph Bloch is an important document brilliantly 
expounding the basic principles of historical materialism. When we study the 
"resolution on certain questions in the history of our Party since the founding 
of the People's Republic of China," it is of great significance to read this 
important writing conscientiously and to comprehend Engels' brilliant treatise 
and penetratingly grasp the principle of historical materialism in deepening 
our understanding of the spirit and substance of the "resolution," particularly 
in correctly analyzing and summing up the cause and lesson of the "great 
cultural revolution." 


I 


Joseph Bloch was a Berlin University student at that time. He wrote a letter to 
Engels 3 September 1890, asking advice from Engels on how to understand some 
questions of historical materfalsim. In his September 21-22 reply, Engels made 
a brief and allround summary of the theory of historical materialism from the 
angle of historical events. 


Engels wrote: 


"We make our history ourselves, but, first of all, under very 
definite assumptions and conditions. Among these the 
economic ones are ultimately decisive. But the political 
ones, etc, "and indeed even the traditions which haunt human 
minds also play a part, although not the decisive one.... 


"In the second place, however, history is made in such a 

way that the final result always arises from conflicts 
between individual wills, of which each in turn has been 
made what it is by a variety of particular conditions of 
life. Thus, there are innumerable criss-crossing forces, an 
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infinite series of parallelograms of forces which give rise to 
one resultant--the historical event. This may again in turn be 
regarded as the product of a power which works as a whole 
unconsciously and without volition...." 


The two points put forward by Engels are the salient points of historical 
materialism. 


The first point illustrates that each historical event takes place under the 
premises and conditions caused and determined by historical development. These 
objective premises and conditions exercise their influence over historical events. 
Among these historical conditions are not only economic premises and conditions 
but also political, legal, and philosophical elements and traditional ideas. 
People can make their history themselves only under such premises and conditions. 
Discussion of history apart from these objective premises and conditions is bound 
to degenerate into idealism. 


The second point illustrates that when examining the part played by individual 
wills in historical events, we should, first of all, note that the will of each 
individual is one of the innumerable individual wills that make themselves felt, 
that these innumerable individual wills that make history are full of contradic- 
tions and conflicts, and that the ending of history is the product of conflict 
of these wills and the combined product of the parts played by innumerable 
individuals and may not simply be summed up as the product of the will of a 
certain individual. Secondly, each individual will is not a subjective, spon- 
taneous thing but has been made what it is by a variety of particular conditions 
of life. It is necessary to examine the role of individual wills in light of 
these conditions. 


In short, each historical accident and each historical event is the result of the 
combined effect of particular conditions. As Engels pointed out in this letter: 
"There is an interaction of all these elements in which, amidst the endless 

number of accidents, the economic movement is finally bound to assert itself." 
When we study any specific historical accident and historical event, we must know 
how to grasp the factors playing their part in the accident and event, grasp their 
interactions, thereby correctly summing up due lessons and experiences. All this 
demands efforts and under no circumstances may it be regarded as "easier than 
resolving a simplest equation." 


II 


For a time in the past, some comrades attributed the cause of the "great 
cultural revolution" which took place and went on for 10 years to the mistakes 
by comrade Mao Zedong himself, and even to his personal character. 


This view magnified the historical role played by individuals. It is untenable 
to attribute the occurrence and development of such a momentous historical 
event as the "great cultural revolution" merely to the role played by an 
individual. Nor is the view valid enough to explain the root of mistakes made 
by comrade Mao Zedong in his later years. To say the least of it, this view 
over-simplifies the complicated historical questions. Even if this is not so, 
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it is a continuation, in another form, of the personality cult under new historical 
conditions. 


Historical idealists hold that history is made by emperors, kings, generals, 
ministers and individual heroes. In examining the cause of historical accidents, 
they proceed from the motivation, will and inspiration of individual characters. 
Chinese bourgeois thinker Liang Qichao said, "a slight deviation in the motivation 
of historical figures will change history." Pragmatist Hu Shi held that individual 
characters "may cause the rise and fall of a country with one word" and that one 
idea on their mind may touch off a 10-year bloody war. In the eyes of historical 
idealists, the development of history is not governed by any law and history 

may be made by individuals at will. For this reason, when examining history they 
turn their eyes to the motivation, character and role of individuals and see 
nothing that is governed by law. 


If we examine the "great cultural revolution" from the viewpoint of historical 
idealism, we shall find no social and historical causes and only individual 
roles, and we shall then be unable to sum up the lessons of the "great cultural 
revolution." Obviously, such a viewpoint is not desirable. 


The "resolution on certain questions in the history of our party since the founding 
of the People's Republic of China" adheres to the Marxist viewpoint of historical 
materialism, rejects the viewpoint of historical idealism, and examines the social 
and historical causes of the "great cultural revolution" from two important 

angles: 


First, the “resolution” examines the social and historical premises and conditions 
confronting our Party before the "great cultural revolution" took place, including: 


We did not have much experience in building socialism which had only a short 
iistory. There was no ready-made pattern to follow and a number of problems 
remained to be explored. Mistakes were unavoidable. 


The majority of our comrades, particularly leading cadres of our Party were 

brought up in an environment of protracted class struggle. They were accustomed 

to the idea of class struggle, the experience of class struggle and the methods 

of class struggle. Not fully prepared in the ideological sense for the forthcoming 
socialist cause, they often looked upon as problems of class struggle problems 

no longer falling into the category of class struggle, and carried on the old 
methods and experience in handling new problems. Such circumstances were likely 

to lead to the mistake of enlarging the scope of class struggle. 


Viewed from the angle of guiding thought, certain ideas and viewpoints found in 
Marxist-Leninist works were misinterpreted or were turned into dogmas. This 
circumstance provided those advocating enlarging the scope of class struggle a 
theoretical basis, making it easier for them to enlarge the scope of class struggle. 
Struggle. 


The Soviet leaders provoked the polemics between China and the Soviet Union and 
brought strong pressure to bear on us, compelling us to wage a righteous struggle 
against the great-nation chauvinism of the Soviet Union. That was imperative. 
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But under such circumstances, we proceeded with a movement to oppose and prevent 
revisionism within our Party, and infatuation with enlarging the scope of class 
Struggle was intensified in our Party. The result was that differing views 
within the Party were taken as "revisionist line" and the seamy side of our Party 
was magnified to such a degree that it was believed that a group of bourgeois 
representatives existed from top to bottom within our Party and that there were 
"capitalist roaders'" within the Party. 


These leftist viewpoints led to the outbreak and continuation of the "great 
cultural revolution." 


Second, the "Resolution" comprehensively examined, from the angle of social and 
historical reasons, the mistakes made by comrade Mao Zedong and their effects. 


Comrade Mao Zedong got gradually conceited in his later years. He divorced 
himself from reality, from the masses, and from the collective leadership of the 
party and over-concentrated the power of the party in the hand of an individual, 
thus breeding personal absolute control and personality cult. Such circumstances 
made it difficult for the Party to prevent and stop the "great cultural revolution.’ 
For this comrade Mao Zedong was of course held mainly responsible, but he himself 
was not able to bring about such a situation. As pointed out in the "Resolution," 
the Party Central Committee was also held responsible for this. Moreover, this 
was not the only problem. It must be realized that the serious mistakes made by 
comrade Mao Zedong were the product of definite historical conditions. Some 
serious deviations, that appeared in the history of the international communist 
movement and that were not resolved because of failure to solve the problem of 
relations between the leader and the party, exercised some negative influence over 
our Party. The feudal society lasted more than 2,000 years in our country, and 
the pernicious influence of autocracy exercised influence over the ideology 

and politics of our Party. We failed to place our inner-party democracy and the 
political and social life of our state quickly on a democratic and legal basis, 
thus providing the soil for breeding personal absolute control and personality 
cult. 


The particular historical conditions and causes mentioned above interacted and 
affected each other, and the "combination" of these factors led to the "great 
cultural revolution." 


By correctly interpreting the past is it possible to point out the future 
correctly. Once the cause is found, the correct approach is found and past 
mistakes may become motive force for moving forward. On the basis of summing up 
the positive and negative experiences since the founding of the Republic and, in 
particular, the lessons of the "great cultural revolution," the "Resolution" 
indicated the correct road to socialist modernization that is suited to the 
conditions of our country, and indicated the direction in which we move forward. 
This will certainly exercise great, far-reaching influence over our efforts to 
unify the thinking and understanding of the whole party, the whole army and the 
people of all nationalities and, with one heart and mind, strive for the new 
historical tasks.

The is to say, only 
through proper explanation and counseling work, providing some historical 
knowledge for certain questions, supplementing with factual basis, making some

What effect the propaganda of the “Resolution” will have depends on whether the 
guiding spirit of theCentral Committee can reach the heart of the masses and 
solve the problems which the masses demand to be solved. Therefore, to succeed 
in the propaganda, it is necessary to connect with reality, especially the 
thought reality of the local people. The propaganda should also be made to the 
point, based on the "Resolution." In the process of propaganda, different 
requirements are made of different people. Communist party members should be 
required to learn a little in advance and a little better, so that they can assume 
active leadership among the masses. Different opinions on the "Resolution" can 
be gradually channeled during the discussion to arrive at a consistent under- 
Standing. 


To succeed in propaganda, we must seriously train a team of propaganda workers. 
This time the scope and the volume of propaganda are large. Leading cadres, 

in addition to going to the grass roots in person, must organize a sizeable 

team of propaganda workers to assist party organizations to engage in propaganda 
and to answer questions. To organize a good team, first of all, they must select 
proper propaganda workers who must think correctly, study well, are capable of 
propaganda work and ready to take up responsibility to assume this task. Second, 
to do a good job in training, they must help propaganda workers to clearly 
explain the great significance of the “Resolution,” to instill a sense of honor 
and responsibility and to let them grasp the spirit, the content and the key 
points of the "Resolution." It is also necessary to connect with one's own 
thought reality and to untie the knot in one's own mind in order to educate and 
convince the masses in the process of propaganda. The method of training depends 
on the locality and the time. It can be trained in one group or in smaller 
units. No matter what method is employed, the leaders concerned must make 
careful planning and rational arrangement as well as paying close attention to 
inspection and supervision. 


To do a good job in propaganda, it is essential to connect it with the 
realities of production and work and to direct the enthusiasm of the broad 
masses to the goal of building a strong and modernized socialist country which 
enjoys a high-level democracy and a high-level civilization. To succeed in this 
point, at present, not only is it necessary to make rational arrangement of 
propaganda and study time so that production is not affected, but the content 
of propaganda must tally with realities so as to facilitate production and work. 
Propaganda and study time can be found an hour before or after work in 
factories. In rural areas, depending on the various responsibility systems, 
different methods can be devised. Localities where collective production is 
carried out at group level, group can serve as the unit for propaganda before 
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or after work, in the field or at the workshop. Localities where collective 
production is carried out at household level or individual labor, propaganda can 
be based on one or several households where propaganda cadres may come during 
break or in the evening. Depending on local experiences, propaganda should be 
coupled with practical actions, that is to grasp economic construction and the 
construction of spiritual civilization. At the same time, party members should 
be mobilized to rectify party d.scipline. Without a continuously improving party 
discipline, the result of propaganda of the "Resolution" will be adversely 
affected. 


At present, comprehensive propaganda work has just been launched; many problems 
still await to be solved. Party committees at every level must strengthen 
leadership, truly take propaganda and the study of the “Resolution" as the 
cardinal task for the second half of the year.

[Text] In order to strengthen Party leadership on the ideological front, improve 
the phenomenon of laxness and weakness and overcome the tendency of bourgeois 
liberalization, conscientious and proper criticism and self-criticism must be car- 
ried out.

right but are in fact wrong, so that they are unwilling to carry out criticism 
positively, nor do they dare to criticize with righteous assurance. It is beyond 
doubt that the ideological problems of these comrades need to be resolved, yet, 
at the same time, we should notice that problems of inappropriate criticism do 
exist. Inadequate rationalization, improper approaches and inaccurate sugges- 
tions have, to various extents, influenced the effect of criticism. We should 
not overlook the problem of improper criticism. Some comrades are using this as 
a pretext to reject criticism, and there are some who dare not criticize for fear 
of it, and there are a few with ulterior motives, seizing this weakness and 
spreading rumors, bringing tremendous harm to criticism. Not daring to criticize 
goes hand in glove with not knowing how to crivcicize properly. In resolving the 
former problem one must not overlook the latter. 


From the standpoint of the overall situation, we are now better equipped than 


ever for appropriate criticism and self criticism. History has turned over a 
new leaf. We have summed up correctly the history in the past 32 years since the

BAODING PREFECTURE DEALS WITH CRITICISM CAMP. IGNS

"The CCP Baoding Prefectural Committee and Standing Committee Study the 
"Resolutions" in Connection with the Actual Situation. Solve the Lingering 
Question of the ferreting-out [campaigns] and the One Criticism and Three 
Attacks As Soon As Possible"] 


[Text] Following the 6th plenary session of the Party's llth central committee, 
the Baoding prefectural committee and standing committee, in connection with 

the actual situation, seriously studied the "Resolution" and had special 
discussions on the ferreting-out [campaigns] and on the criticism and three 
attacks. They summed up experiences and lessons, clarified their understanding 
and decided quickly and resolutely to solve the lingering question of the 
ferreting out and the one criticism and three attacks. 


Following the smashing of the "gang of four," Baoding prefecture carried out 

the struggle cf ferreting out, and one criticism and three attacks. In recent 
years there has been much discussion among the cadres and the masses, and 
opinions differ. Just how should they view them? How are they to be evaluated? 
And what questions remain, and how can they be solved? After the 6th plenary 
session, through studying the "Resolution" and Comrade Hu Yaobang's speech 
delivered on July 1, the prefectural committee and the standing committee 
improved their understanding, distinguished right from wrong, so that their 


thinking was unified in the basic conclusions of the "Resolution." The resolution 


of the 6th plenary session pointed out that "a great achievement has been 
scored in exposing and criticing the evil deeds of the Jiang-Lin counter- 
revolutionary groups and investigating the system of counterrevolutionary 
cliques. The prefectural committee believed that during the internal turmoil of 
a decade which was aggravated by the destruction inflicted by the counter- 
revolutionary groups of Lin Biao and Jaing Qing, Baoding indeed suffered grave 
calamities. Exposing and criticizing the evil deeds of the "gang of four” and 
investigating their antirevolutionary system were imperative and great results 
were achieved. Through exposition, criticism and investigation, the political 
situation of the area became more stable and social order was enhanced; indus- 
trial and agricultural production and other tasks were recovering and developing. 


We must affirm that the broad masses of cadres and people showed great enthusiasm, 
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acted positively, and contributed to this struggle. However, reviewing the 
practice of ferreting out, and one criticism and three attacks, we also discovered 
many problems, some of which are very serious. Generally speaking, the major 
problem was over-extension, to including in our investigations those who should 
not have been, and treating common factionalism as if it were the same as the 
scheme of the "gang of four" to usurp party leadership. In rural areas, 
widespread campaigns of one criticism and three attacks brought even more 
problems. Before the problems of some comrades were clarified, they were called 
names or criticized in the newspaper. Thus some comrades were discriminated 
against in political affairs and their organizations lost confidence in them. 
Not only those people suffered psychological damage and economic loss which 
dampened their enthusiasm, but also to a certain degree stability and solidarity 
were affected by the antagonistic feeling among the broad comrades. 


Applying the basic conclusion of the "Resolution" to look at the situation in 
retrospect, pooling their thoughts and summing up the ferreting-out and one 
criticism and three attacks, the CCP Baoding prefectural committee found four 
major reasons for over-extension. First is the serious leftist trend in the 
guiding thought of the prefectural commiitee. Applying the great political 
revolutionary thought of "one class overthrows another" to direct the ferreting 
out and the one criticism and three attacks was at that time quite "leftist" 
with respect to the actual situation. The preiectural committee even criticized 
some counties as "rightist and engaged in one criticism and three attacks by 
raising the leftist slogan of "deeply undermine the social base of the ‘gang of 
four;'" “fight the landlord," “fight Huan; Shiren [7806 0012 0088]." Second, 
the line was unclear and even contradictory. People's internal contradictions 
were confused with the external contradiction between the enemies and ourselves. 
Problems which did not belong to the class struggle were treated as class 
struggle. In the investigation, an unclear concept of the gang system led to 
groups of the masses to be treated as gangs. In one criticism and three attacks 
which continued applying the leftist content and standird of "great criticism of 
capitalism," the right was criticized as the wrong and the right was fought as 
the wrong. Third, factionalism interferred. Due to the internal turmoil over 
a decade and the erroneous influence of former responsible cadres in the 
provincial committee who insisted on "drawing the line according to the person," 
and “invariable correctness" as the standard for carrying out investigation, one 
criticism and three attacks. As a result, what should have been investigated 
was not, and what should have been clarified was not, whereas certain cadres 
who had committed serious mistakes even got promoted. Fourth, wrong methods used 
in former political movements, especially those used in the Great Cultural 
Revolution, were perpetuated. Wrong charges were made, when the problem remained 
unclear. Segregated investigations under the name of group study, suspension 
and investigation, public demonstrations and criticism took place. Especially 
during one criticism and three attacks, there were even forced confessions and 
other illegal phenomena in some localities. 


In order to solve these problems, the Baoding prefectural committee, after 
discussion, proclaimed the foll: ing regulations. 











1. Committees under the direct jurisdiction of the prefectural committee and 
party commit!.ees at every level must use the guiding thought of the "Resolution" 
to sum up past lessons and experience in the investigation, one criticism and 
three attacks, resolutely seek truth from fact, insist on truth and correct 
mistakes. 


2. Clearing the influence of the "leftist" thought must be continued and negative 
influences must be eliminated through hard work. Solving the lingering problems 
must be eliminated through hard work. Solving the lingering problems demands 
efficient, resolute, firm and clearcut actions. A renewed investigation must be 
made of the cases which have been decided upon. In the spirit of the "Resolu- 
tion'’ and in due consideration of the highly fluid situation against the back- 
ground of the Great Cultural Revolution, leniency should be accorded whenever 
possible. Cases requiring a definite settlement must be processed with great 
care. As long as one does not fall into the category of external contradictions, 
he should be helped to find a job. Careful rehabilitation is called for those 
people whose case has no definite conclusion. Materials concerning individuals 
used in the investigation should be returned to the individuals concerned. 
Materials emanating from organizations should be recorded and then destroyed; 
individuals concerned should be notified. What needs to be clarified should be 
clarified under proper circumstances. People placed inthe wrong position should 
be reassigned. Implicated family members and relatives should be cleared of 
charges. A list should be made of those who received punishment in one criticism 
and three attacks; individual cases should be investigated and a speedy resolu- 
tion made. 


3. Leaders at every level should personally engage in various ideological work. 
They must be organized to study the "Resolution." By unifying their thinking, 
summing up their experience, elimina g barriers, and promoting mutual 
understanding, they will be united o go forward.

APPROPRIATE APPROACH TO CRITICISM STRESSED

[Text] People often use the phrase "heart of iron and rock" to describe how a 
person is unmoved by feelings. The characteristics of iron and rock are hard and 
cold. People with such a heart give others a stern outlook that inspires awe 

and deters intimacy. 


There is another phrase, called "face of a Bodhisattva." Bodhisattva is of many 
kinds and forms: Tathagata, Avalakitesvara, arhat.... What we are speaking 

of here is Maitreya Buddha. In temples of olden times, the appearance of Maitreya 
Buddha used to be a style all its own: His face is round, his smile charming, 

his feet bare and his bead hatless; he reveals his chest and stomach, and he 

never sits erect in a cultivated manner. When people enter the gate of his 

temple and see him they feel his affable and accessible presence. 


I remember that soon after I joined the revolution, when a leading comrade 
discussed how to launch criticism and self-criticism, he “reversed the ordinary 
suggestions" by proposing these two principles: one was "face of iron and rock" 
and the other was "heart of a Bodhisattva." Aithough this happened several 
decades ago, because the analogy is so vivid and the argument so succinct, I 
still retain a profound impression of them to this day. 


The so-called "face of iron and rock" means: No matter how close a comrade may 
have been, once he made mistakes, whatever should be criticized should be 
criticized. Of course, "face of iron and rock" is an analogy; an analogy may 

not always be all that pertinent. The real meaning of "face of iron and rock" 

is that one does not practice favoritism, nor emphasize "the art of personal 
relationship"; it does not mean that when one criticizes others, one's face should 
become stiff and the color of iron (people can easily invoke the image of Bao 


Longtu in classic opera in this connection). 


The so-called "heart of a Bodhisattva" means what we often say: "Criticize 
others for the sake of helping them," "proceed from a desire for unity." When 
we criticize a comrade, we definitely do not mean to cause his downfall, to make 











him stink, to "make it forever impossible for him to reform," or to "persecute" 


him to death, but to cure his illness and save him as a patient, help him correct 
his mistakes. 


The foregoing is ordinarily a commonplace platitude; the reason why I still 
insist on repeating it here is because during the 10 years of internal turmoil 
the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques had fairly thoroughly 
destroyed our party's fine tradition and work style, including criticism and 
self-criticism. In order to revive and give scope to such fine traditions, we 
must mention the old says again. 


Most recently, the party Central Committee has time and again stressed the need 
for us to launch criticism and self-criticism. At present, there still exist in 
this regard some simplistic and crude tendencies, namely, there is still a 
question of the "heart of iron and rock" to some extent. But what needs to 

be further noted is another tendancy: "face of a Bodhisattva.'’ Some comrades 
still believe in the "art of personal relationship," according to this they 
would murmur tirelessly behind your back but smile blandly to your face, and in 
this way bring an atmosphere of vulgarity into our political life. Some 
comrades, on the other hand, fail to express solemn criticism in the manner of 
seeking truth from facts in respect to erroneous words and deeds, or they simply 
refrain from carrying out any criticism or education; this has resulted in the 
fact that a considerable number of departments have become soft and feeble in 
their ideological leadership. 


Let people with the "face of a Bodhisattva" change into a "face of iron and work"; 
let people with the "heart of iron and rock" change into a "face of a 
Bodhisattva." Correctly developing criticism and self-criticism will enable us 

to sweep away various political cobwebs, resist the encroachment of various 
microorganisms, and forever preserve our revolutionary youth.

COMMENTARY SETS GUIDELINES FOR GOOD MEETING STYLE

[Text] According to press reports, Comrade Yuan Baohua [5913 1405 5478] suggested 
at the industrial and communications work forum recently convened by the State 
Council that "Holding a meeting means holding a meeting; we must concentrate 

our energy and go all out for it; all our activities must be encompassed in 

the central task of doing a good job in holding that meeting, and items unrelated 
to it should not be brought up." In accordance with this guiding idea, the 

forum did not organize any sightseeing trips this time; after it was started, no 
cultural and recreational activities were pursued; participants all greeted 

one another as comrades and refrained from arranging exclusive meals or special 
meals; when they went out on visiting engagements, they all rode in large sedans; 
the forum was not provided with those commodities in short supply, and even 

when delegates went to visit a factory, the three bags of finely wrapped export 
matches prepared by the factory for each delegate were also tactfully declined. 


After reading such reportage, one senses something fresh and new and feels 

quite encouraged; for such a fine style of meeting, one can hardly help thumping 
the table and shouting "bravo!" Holding a meeting means holding a meeting; This 
is a question of style for such an operation. When holding a meeting, we must 
have a good meeting style, this has always been advocated by our party. For a 
long time, especially because of the interference and sabotage during the 10 
years internal turmoil, there was indeed an unwholesome tendency showing up in 
our meeting style. For instance, some would hold a meeting in the daytime but 

in the evening would show two or three movies in a row "for reference" which 
were entirely unrelated to the business of the meeting. Some would arrange plenty 
of time for sightseeing trips to scenic spots and sites of ancient relics during 
the meeting period in the name of invigoration it, but in reality they would 
simply roam around mountains and wander about the sites. Some would resort to 
pomp and extravagance in living arrangements, eat and drink to their hearts' 
content. Some would sell the so-called commodities for "internal consumption" 
and "handling," included all imaginable varieties such as tea leaves, old wine, 
cigarettes, etc. Some would even rush out souvenirs, briefcases, teacups, pens, 
thermoses.... 
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These arrangements were unrelated to the meeting, and the upshot was that these 
auxiliary activities turned out to be the central ones. The theme of the meeting 
dissipated and an otherwise good meeting was held in a loose and incoherent 
manner; it became perfunctory, and it reaped little results. At times some would 
doze off in the meeting hall, some would attempt to purchase commodities in 

short supply but in great demand, and some would even play cards, drink wine, and 
create disturbances. 


When holding a meeting, we should balance work with relaxation; it is necessary 
to dine leisurely and enjoy cultural and artistic programs; nor is it entirely 
improper to arrange some appropriate visits and sightseeing trips nearby when 
conditions warrant doing so. But all this must not be excessive. As for things 
like eating and drinking to one's heart's content and purchasing commodities 
which are in short supply, these things should especially not be done. Holding a 
meeting is intended to solve practical problems; but such unwholesome practices 
during the meeting are incongruous with that goal. Such practices during the 
meeting hurt the party's work style in the first place, also impinge on people's 
resources, and produce no results; they are of no benefit either to the state or 
to the people. Therefore, the question of how to stop these deviations in 
meeting style is a question awaiting urgent solution. 


Insofar as the leaders in charge of organizing a meeting are concerned, it is 
most important to foster a good meeting style and make sure that holding a 
meeting means simply holding a meeting. In convening a meeting, leaders all 
subjectively expect to hold one that is as good as possible and which will 
produce results; I don't think there is any likelihood of their not wishing to 
hold a good meeting. But why in some meetings has a lack of consistency between 
subjective will and objective results appeared? Apart from some peculiar 
reasons, a very important component in this is that some leading comrades still 
lack sufficient understanding of this question of devious style, and some even 
view the practice of letting the participants eat well, drink well, and have 
plenty of fun as an important purpose of the meeting. The end result is that 
when they pursue the good life excessively, they are embarassed by that life. If 
we arrange too many of those things which have little to do with the content of 
the meeting, they are bound to dilute the theme, or even cause the basic to turn 
into the peripheral. 


Meeting style is a manifestation of the party's work style. If leading comrades 
at various levels can provide a good leadership, set up an example, and if every- 
one of us comes forward to pay attention to this question, to inherit and give 
scope to our party's good meeting style, our various meetings are bound to 
function better and achieve greater results.

During the last few years militia construction in this artillery con- 
pany has manifested a few new problems. There has been an increase of 
tendencies toward “concern over money,” unrestrained laxness and 
jisobedience towards leadership. These tendencies combined with a 

lack of consistent understanding among the cadres to produce a Weakened 
militia organization and an inability to grasp militia work. In order 
to correct this situation the militia artillery company took up the 
weapon of criticism and self-criticism to struggle against these harm- 
ful tendencies and have the cadres lead the way in putting things to 
right. During the April anti-aircraft target practice a militiaman 

in the Third Squad refused to perform gunner duties and this affected 
the squad's training. The company cadre sought out the militiaman for 

a heart to heart talk and criticized his error of refusing to partici- 
pate in work and thus influencing the training session. This militia- 
man then admitted his error, took the initiative in presenting the 
squad leader company cadre with written self-criticism and happily took 
up his gunner duties. 


In conducting criticism and self-criticism this company pays attention 
to technique and methods in order to get people to act correctly and 
not heighten contradictions. “Xiao Teng," a militiaman in the Fourth 
Squad, often left without permission during anti-aircraft gunnery 
training. In criticising him for this behavior the company cadre 
always emphasized objective reasoning. The company cadre believes 
that the reason "Xiao Teng" was unwilling to admit his error was be- 
cause of an irrational desire to save face. He therefore repeatedly 











sought him out for heart-to-heart talks and pointed out why such be- 
havior was wrong and expressed the hope that he would correct his 
behavior by asking permission to attend to other duties and thus culti- 
vate an attitude of self-discipline. He also sought out “Xiao Teng's” 
sentry post leader to help out with ideological work. Finally, they 
wore sradually able to convince “Xiao Teng” to admit his errors and 
resolve to reform. By conducting criticism and self-criticism this 
militia artillery company effectively overcame a tendency toward lax- 
ness, satisfactorily completed all work responsibilities and raised 
their fighting strength. In target practice during the first half of 
the year they attained outstanding results. In August they were also 
designated by the Yangzhou Military Subdistrict as an advanced unit 
in the "Three Carrying Outs”™ in militia work.

_Text! As the "Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of Our 
Party since the Founding of the People's Republic of China" passed 

by the Sixth Plenary Session of the Communist Party of China pointed 
out, the People's Liberation Army must "make progress in improving its 
fighting strength and gradually build itself into a power’ul, modern- 
ized force." These are the grand combat orders which the Party 
Central issued to the broad officers and men and on the glorious duties 
of the people's army in the new historical period. 


Why should the army be modernized? The most basic point is to have a 
modernized military force equipped with the most recent weapons. This 
is an objective requirement made by the process of historical develop- 
ments and also is an assurance of victory in any future wars of anti- 
aggression.

we are now carrying out socialist modernization in the midst of a 
chaotic international situation. The mad plans of the socialist 
imperialists in the Soviet Union to wrest hegemony over the entire 
world involves on the one hand the all-out development of conventional 
weapons and on the other hand the vigorous development of nuclear 
weapons. They use their superior armaments and equipment to first 
interfere with one nation and then to invade another area, bringing 
much unrest to the entire world. They are determined to subjugate us 
ani are unhappy at our implementation of the four modernizations, 
seeking in all ways to obstruct and prevent them. With the support and 
connivance of the Soviet Union hegemonists, the Vietnam hegemonists 
also became blinded by lust for gain and at the same time that they 
made an armed invasion of Kampuchea they started up an anti-China 
campaign which resulted in bloody border incidents. People of Chinese 
heritage want us to increase our modernization, and friendly nations 
express the same wish. Our enemies are forcing us to modernize, so 
under conditions such as these how could we possibly proceed slowly in 
this matter? 


In the world of today, to be backwards is to invite attack. Modern 
warfare is a comparison of manpower and economic strength as well as 
a comparison of modern military tactics and modern military theories.

If we do not undertake to strengthen our- 
selves and attempt to catch up it is possible that in any future war 
of anti-aggression we will be placed in a passive position.

Noes our emphasis on modernization and on improved armaments and 
equipment mean that we are no longer revolutionary?

_Text!] "We must enthusiastically conduct criticism and self-criticism. 
Secretaries of party organizations must take the lead in overcoming 
the influence of vulgar ‘relationships,’ and uphold clear-cut party 
Principles." This quote is found in a document from a recent con- 
ference convened by party organization secretaries on all levels in 

a Nanjing unit anc is an important issue which they energetically 
studied and solved. 


"What are the factors which now prevent us from grasping party princi- 
ples and which make us fearful of criticism of self-criticism?" The 
secretaries participating in this study felt that one major reason was 
the interference of vulgar "relationships." Those comrades afflicted 
with this problem dare not criticize the upper levels. They are 

afraid of offending the leadership, afraid of "wearing small shoes,” 
and agree to everything in order to curry favor. They dare not 
criticize the lower levels for fear of losing votes, fear of losing 
their “foundation in the masses," so they are accomodating and per- 
missive. They are unwilling to criticize on their own level for fear 
of creating an unpleasant atmosphere and being unable to conduct 

their duties so there is a mutual disinclination to interfere. This 
creat variety of "relationships" was like a corrosive which severely 
damaged party principles and prevented criticism and self-criticism. 
Accordingly, the secretaries took up the weapon of criticism and self- 
criticism to make a severe self-analysis and truthfully discover to 
what extent “relationships” were current in their own thinking. They 
believe that first of all the weapon of cri*icism was misused during 
the ten years of chaos so that some comrades now take criticism, which 
orivzinally was an expression of true concern for comrades, as a weapon 
to direct afainst comrades with whom they cannot get along, so that 
any mention of criticism elicits feelings of fear. Therefore, the use 
of "relationships" in place of party principle has replaced the 
weapon of criticism. The second factor is the interference from 





selfish motivations. During the discussions some comrades said with a 
siilty conscience that in the past they had only considered individ! 
Zain or loss, did not concern themselves with party interests, feared 
"standing out" and vexing other people, and took the bureaucratic 
road that criticism was obstructive. Although they were aware that 
this was incorrect they adopted the position that the less said the 
better. In addition, because of a bad atmosphere in some units “un- 
contentious people" who could derive benefit from any situation 
always received preference while those comrades who were strong 
principled and dared engage in criticism suffered injustice and were 
made unwelcome. After this went on for quite some time many people 
became accustomed to this and even felt that “relationships” formed 
the correct basis for doing things. Not only dic some people become 
accustomed to it they also began to use these standards to evaluate 
and employ the lower levels, which aided in the development of 
"relationships" within the party. 


After defining the main issue and discovering related factors the 
comrades attending the study session repeatedly carried out discussions 
and arrived at four actions to overcome these vulgar "relationships" 
and take the lead in grasping party principles. One action was for 
secretaries on all levels of party organizations to constantly take 
the lead in carrying out criticism and self-criticism. The second 
action was to grasp criticism and self-criticism in the organizational 
life of the party. When carrying out criticism one should not fear 
‘wearing small shoes,” should not fear losing votes, and should fear 
offending people. Of course one must be concerned with methods and 

pay attention to results. When receiving criticism one should not 
hasgle over the setting, the attitude or the method. The third action 
was to consciously accept mass observation and calmly listen to mass 
sriticism. All party committees and party branches should restore 

the “suggestion boxes" and seek mass views on a regular basis. The 
fourth action was to firmly carry out the line of having both morals 
and talent, appointing people on their merits and being fair and above 
board in praising and blaming cadres. The ability to firmly grasp 
party principles and bravely carry out criticism and self-criticism 
Should be made into a major criterion for evaluation of cadres.

[Text] The broad numbers of militiamen in the Yinchaun area are actively coordinat- 
ing with the public security organs to maintain social order under the leadership 

of each level of the party organization to forcefully strike at the various criminal 
activities. 


Coordinating with the public security organs to maintain social order is one of the 
three major duties of the militia. After the national working conference on public 
order in cities, the party committees of the localities of each level and the party 
organizations of the street units and enterprises all emphasized the organization of 
the militia to coordinate with the public security organs to maintain social order.

GUANGDONG TAKES MEASURES AGAINST DRUGS, PROSTITUTION

[Standing Committee of the Provincial People's Congress Approves the Regulations 
Established by the People's Government to Prohibit the Sale and the Use of Narcotics 
and Outlawing Prostitution" ] 


[Text] The Standing Committee of the Guangdong Provincial People's Congress passed 
a resolution on August 7, approving the "temporary regulation prohibiting the sale 
and use of narcotics" and "the temporary regulation outlawing prostitution" of the 
Guangdong Provincial People's Government. The two "regulations" were promulgated 
today by the Provincial People's Government (For the full text of the regulations, 
see page 2). The full text of the resolution is as follows: 


Resolution by the Standing Committee of the Guangdong Provincial People's Congress 
Approving the "Temporary Regulation Prohibiting the Sale and Use of Narcotics" and 
"Temporary Regulation Outlawing Prostitution" 

(Passed on August 7, 1981) 


Be it resolved by the llth meeting of the Standing Committee of the Fifth People's 
Representatives Congress of the Province of Guangdong that the "Temporary Regula- 
tion Concerning the Prohibition of the Sale and Use of Narcotics" and the "Temporary 
Regulation Concerning the Outlawing of Prostitution" of the People's Government of 
Guangdong Province are approved and are to be promulgated by the Provincial 

People's Government. 


Temporary Regulation Concerning the Prohibition of the Sale and Use of Narcotics of 
the Guangdong Provincial People's Government 


Article 1. To maintain social order, protect the people's physical health, the 
sale and use of narcotics must be firmly prohibited. This regulation has been 
specifically written according to related regulations of the "Criminal Code of the 
People's Republic of China," "Notice by the State Council Concerning the Strict 
Prohibition of Opium Narcotics," the “Statutes for Punishment, Public Security and 
Control in the People's Republic of China" combined with the actual situation in 
our province. 


Article 2. Persons manufacturing, selling, transporting opium, heroin, morphin 

or other narcotics shall be punished according to stipulation in related articles 
of the "Criminal Code of the People's Republic of China," leading elements of nar- 
cotics sales organizations shall be more severely punished.

Article 3. Persons illegally purchasing or stowing small amounts of narcotics 
shall be subjected to administrative detention and shall be subjected to a fine of 
100 yuan to 3,000 yuan and the narcotics shall be confiscated. Where the offence 
is serious, such persons shall be sent to perform labor and to be educated and may 
also be fined. 


Article 4. Persons using narcotics shall be subjected to administrative detention 
and may also be fined 100 yuan to 1,000 yuan and the narcotics and the paraphernalia 
for taking of narcotics shall be confiscated. Persons who continue against warning 
or who induce or order other persons to use narcotics shall be sent to perform 

labor and to be educated and may also be subjected to fine. 


Article 5. Persons who inform, expose, help arrest elements who violate the law 
by selling and using narcotics illegally shall be commended and awarded. 


Article 6. Persons subjected to administrative detention and fined shall be 
handled according to procedures stipulated in the "Statutes for Punishment, Public 
Security, Control in the People's Republic of China" to be adjudicated by the pub- 
lic security organs above the county. Persons sent to perform labor and to be 
educated shall be handled according to the "Supplementary Regulations Concerning 
Labor and Education Issued by the State Council." Where criminal responsibility 
is to be pursued, the matter shall be handled according to procedures stipulated 
in the "Criminal Litigation Law of the People's Republic of China." 


Article 7. This regulation shall be promulgated on August 18, 1981. 


Temporary Regulation Outlawing Prostitution of the Guangdong Provincial People's 
Government 


Article 1. To maintain social order, good social morality and practice, it is 
necessary to outlaw activities of prostitution. This regulation is specifically 
written according to related regulations stipulated in the "Criminal Code of the 
People's Republic of China" and the "Statutes for Punishment, Public Security and 
Control in the People's Republic of China" combined with the actual situation in 
our province. 


Article 2. Persons forcing and ordering women to engage in prostitution, or per- 
sons luring or allowing and keeping women for engaging in prostitution for profit 
shall be punished by regulations stipulated in related articles of the "Criminal 
Code of the People's Republic of China." 


Article 3. Persons found to solicit the service of prostitutes shall be subjected 
to administrative detention and may be fined 100 to 3,000 yuan, reprimanded, and 
the units where they reside or their relatives shall be notified to claim them, 
and they shall be educated. Serious offenders shall be sent to perform labor and 
educated and may also be fined. 


Persons found to solicit the service of prostitutes and found to be infected by 
syphilis and such malicious infectious d'seases shall be severelv punished. 





Article 4. Women engaging in activities of prostitution shall be subjected to 
administrative detention, reprimanded, their relatives or the units where they 
reside shall be notified to claim them for strict discipline. Those who continue 
against many warnings shall be sent to perform labor and to be educated. Those 
who have already reformed shall not be discriminated against. 


Article 5. Persons informing and exposing activities of soliciting the service 
of prostitutes and prostitution should be commended and awarded. 


Persons obstructing public security and judiciary personnel investigating and 
arresting activities of soliciting the services of prostitutes and prostitution, 
or persons harboring elements who violate the law and commit the crime of solicit- 
ing the service of prostitutes and prostitution shall be subjected to criticism 
and education or shall be given warning. Serious offenders shall be subjected to 
administrative detention or be sent to perform labor and to be educated and a fine 
of 50 yuan to 300 yuan may be imposed. 


Article 6. Persons subjected to administrative detention and fined shall be handled 
according to the procedures stipulated in the "Statutes for Punishment, Public 
Security and Control in the People's Republic of China" to be adjudicated by the 
public security organs above the county. Persons subjected to labor and education 
shall be handled according to "Supplementary Regulations Concerning Labor and 
Education Issued by the State Council." Where criminal responsibility are to be 
pursued, the matter shall be handled according to procedures stipulated in the 
"Criminal Litigation Law of the People's Republic of China." 


Article 7. This regulation shall be promulgated on August 18, 1981.

FORUM ON HOW TO MAINTAIN SECURITY ALONG RAILWAY TRACKS

["Ministry of Public Security and Ministry of Railways Hold Joint Discussion Meet- 
ing, They Decide to Take Firm Measures to Reorganize Public Order and Security on 
the Railways, Strike at Criminal Elements Who Seriously Damage Public Order on 
Railways" ] 


[Text] The Ministry of Public Security and the Ministry of Railways held a joint 
discussion meeting during the last ten days of July to discuss the problem of public 
order on the railroads. It was decided to take firm measures to reorganize public 
order and security on the railroads to strike at criminal elements who seriously 
damage public order on railways. 


Vice Premiers of the State Council Wan Li and Yang Jingren attended the discussion 
meeting. Wan Li pointed out in his talk that, at present, public order and 
security on the railways are very poor, and they cannot adapt to the demands of 
political and economic trends and economic readjustment of the present time. 

Cadres of each level of leadership, primarily the leading cadres of the ministry 
and the province must heighten their understanding of this problem, unify ideology, 
and take decisive measures to solve the problem of security on the railways well.

MINORITY LANGUAGE LITERARY JOURNALS--Beijing, 20 Oct (XINHUA)--Three literary 
journals in minority languages are coming out in the Xinjiang Uygur autonomous re- 
gion and Yunnan Province. The first issue of "Xinjiang Kirgiz literature" carries 
60 works in the Kirgiz language. It was produced in Urumqi, capital of the region, 
in September. The 100,000 people of Kirgiz nationality live in the Xinjiang Pamirs, 
at the foot of Tianshan Mountains and in the Ili River Valley. The famous Kirgiz 
EPIC portraying their national hero "Manass," consisting of peoms, lyrics, legends, 
songs and provergs, is considered one of China's literary treasures. In the Dehong 
autonomous prefecture inhabited by people of Dai and Jingpo nationalities in Yunnan 
Province, two literary quarterlies, "“yonghan" meaning the "golden peacock" in Dai 
and “wenbang" meaning the "crystallization of culture" in Jingpo, started publica- 
tion this month.

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HONG KONG JOURNALIST URGES PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION OF CHINA

"The Motherland's Mainland and Taiwan Can Both Be and Not Be Linked Together"] 


[Text] We had gone to see Fei Yimin, director of the Hong Kong newspaper TA KUNG 
PAO, to ask him to discuss his ideas on the peaceful unification of the motherland. 
Mr Fei is a 74-year-old veteran journalist and politicai activist. He said that 
the 9-point plan put forward by [NPC Standing] Committee Chairman Ye [Jianying] 
for the peaceful reunification of the motherland not only concerns the fundamental 
interests of the state but also touches upon the personal advantages and disadvan- 
tages of every person on Taiwan. Therefore, he said, I think that: After the 
motherland is peacefully reunited, the mainland and Taiwan "will both be and not 
be linked together," which can bring very many advantages. This is an important 
question worth studying. 


Mr Fei said that there are many aspects to "both being and not being linked 
together." For example, Taiwan has only 360,000 square kilometers of land and 

is short of fuel resources, but the mainland is 9.6 million square kilometers in 
size, a big country abounding in natural wealth, and it can supply Taiwan with 
the petroleum, coal, foodgrain, and resources it requires, thereby benefiting 
Taiwan's economic development and also changing the situation of its dependence 
on foreign countries. Conversely, China's construction of the four moderniza- 
tions requires many talented specialists and Taiwan over the years has trained 
many specialists. Owing to the fact that the space is too small, many people are 
"heroes with no scope to exercise their abilities," to the extent that some Ph.D's 
have been forced to go abroad and open up restaurants, which is a great pity. If 
these intellectuals could go to the mainland and cake part in the construction of 
the four modernizations, they would have ample scope for their abilities. At the 
same time, Taiwan has many manufactured goods that can be sent to the mainland 

to satisfy the urgent requirements of the markets there and also can be exchanged 
for large amounts of goods and materials, thereby further developing Taiwan's 
economy. Wouldn't this be advantageous for the entire Chinese nation? 


With regard to welcoming the return of talented persons from the Taiwan side, Fei 
Yimin put forward another tentative idea. He said that Chairman Ye has welcomed 
the Taiwan side's participation in the central government structure, offering its 
ideas and discussing together with us what was right for the country. The Kuo- 

mintang has many senior statesmen, and we welcome their advice and ideas about the 











building up of the country and also welcome the contribution of their strength to 
their ancestral home provinces, municipalities, and prefectures, together with the 
local people building up their native home towns. I believe that the central 
government would make the proper arrangements so that their position and treatment 
would not be changed, and would guarantee their freedom to come and go, and it 
would also be possible for them to go abroad or to Hong Kong or Macao. At the 
same time, the two sides could exchange experience in academic learning, culture, 
and construction. For example, Taiwan's export goods processing zones were set 

up comparatively early and the mainland's special economic zones were set up some- 
what late comparatively. The mainland can ask Taiwan's economic specialists to 
come over and pass on their experience, and Taiwan's industrialists and business- 
men can also invest in the mainland's special economic zones. An experiment can 
be carried out, and what is good retained and what is not feasible taken back. In 
brief, it will be good for you, good for me, and good for everybody, and what is 
good will become first-quality--this is my hope. 


Recently Mr Fei, because he holds the post of chairman of the preparatory comnit- 
tee for the commemoration by ali walks of life in Hong Kong and Macao of the 70th 
anniversary of the 1911 Revolution, once again carefully pored over Sun Yat-sen's 
"Plan for Industry and Commerce." He said that over the past 30 years, with re- 
gard to economic construction, although the mainland had taken a roundabout course, 
the actual economic achievements of new China have already far surpassed Sun Yat- 
sen's "Plan for Industry and Commerce." In some respects, e.g., in science, the 
achievements we have made--the successful exploding of a hydrogen bomb, the putting 
up of artificial earth satellites, etc--are things Mr Sun never thought of in his 
day. But we still must remember Mr Sun's dying words: "The revolution has not 
yet succeeded, and the comrades must still make great efforts." An urgent task 
now faces us, viz, to realize Mr Sun Yat-sen's ideal of a "world of universal 
brotherhood." 


Mr Fei Yimin said that the significance of China's peaceful unification would not 
be confined inside the country but would have a major effect on the world. A 
united, strong, and prosperous China of 1 billion people, which would never seek 
hegemony and which would firmly oppose any aggressive power, would be an important 
force for safeguarding world peace. 


Finally, he changed the subject to that of China's traditional ethic of "reciproc- 
ity." Of one peruses China's history, one finds some tales of “burying the hatch- 
et" and "enemies becoming friends." Why can't the modern Chinese people, for the 
interests of the state and nation and for world peace, learn from the magnanimity 
of the ancients and thus benefit future generations? 
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
